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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant.for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 10, 1 1, 13, 14, 16, 17, 24, and 25 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Casillo et al. 

Casillo et al. disclose a compact disc (230); and a spinning head (31 1 ) 
comprising means for engaging (320) a compact disc (230) at an axially concentric 
position, the spinning head (310) further comprising a base (340) for frictionally 
engaging a planar surface (630), the means for engaging (320) the compact disc (230) 
at an axially concentric position is a hub (see The Figure); the base (340) of the 
spinning head (311) comprises a shallow conical shape (340); the spinning head (311) 
comprises a shaft (310) for spinning the spinning head (311). 

Claims 1, 5, 7-9, 11,15, 16, 19, 21-23, and 25-27 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hendron. 

Hendron discloses the steps of obtaining a spinning head (31) comprising means 
(9,10) for engaging a compact disc {paragraph 0030, lines 1-3; paragraph 0032, lines f- 
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4) at an axially concentric position (see Figure 1), the spinning head (31 ) further 
comprising a base (6) for frictionally engaging a planar surface; wherein the means for 
engaging the compact disc at an axially concentric position is a hub (9,10); engaging 
the compact disc with the means for engaging (9,10); and spinning the spinning head 
with the compact disc (2) engaged therewith; an annular groove (9) formed therearound 
(i.e. hub 10) for functioning as a relief to facilitate flush and secure seating of the 
compact disc over an upper surface of the spinning head (31 ) when the compact disc 
(2) is engaged with the hub (9,10) (paragraph 0032, lines 19-22); the hub is 
dimensioned, and downwardly tapered to a larger diameter (see Figure 3, the drawing 
on the right), the means for engaging the compact disc at an axially concentric position 
is an o-ring (paragraph 0032, line 11); the means for engaging the compact disc at an 
axially concentric position comprises an adhesive being a resin (e.g. rubber) or glue 
(paragraph 0032, lines 27-30); spinning head (31) comprising a hub (9,10) dimensioned 
to frictionally engage a compact disc at an axially concentric position (see Figure 1), 
wherein the compact disc being promotional CDs (paragraph 0018, lines 4-5) or blank 
CDs (paragraph 0002, line 16) and wherein the spinning head further comprises a base 
(6) for frictionally engaging a planar surface; the steps of supplying a consumer with a 
spinning head adapted to retain a compact disc in an axially concentric position 
therewith, wherein the spinning head further comprises a base (6) for frictionally 
engaging a planar surface, and wherein the compact disc comprises promotional 
material thereon (paragraph 0018, lines 4-5); the step of distributing the spinning head 
in combination with the compact disc (paragraph 0002, lines 15-18). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 6 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
